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Type Improvement in the Holstein-Friesian 


Breed* 


By M. S. PRESCOTT 


through the years has been its utility value—its su- 

perior production of milk and butterfat and its ability 
jn economic production, by which we mean net profit per 
cow per year. That these attributes actually exist and 
are more than a mere talking point is proven not only 
py the official records of production that have been hung 
up—but also by the experiences of practical dairy farmers 
everywhere. It is not our purpose to go into details 
along this line other than to remark in passing that no 
foundation except one of real basic merit could account 


T HE great talking point of the Holstein-Friesian breed 


* for the fact that nearly 60 per cent of the purebred dairy 


cattle in the United States are of the Holstein-Friesian 
breed (U. S. Census 1920). 

Our subject deals with type, which as we see it is 
merely the outward expression of the ability of the animal 
to perform the functions for which it exists. Thus the 
ideal or true type of any breed of animals is the type that 
best expresses the pur- 
poses for which that 
breed is maintained. It 
seems self-evident, there- 
fore, that if a breed of 
dairy cattle is on the right 
track in its type ideals, 
there should be no ma 
terial or fundamental dif- 
ference in its require- 
ments for the show ring 
and for production or 
utility. This thought was 
kept constantly in mind 
when in 1922 the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of 
America attempted to ex- 
press in concrete and 
tangible form the _ true 
type of this breed. The 
immediate result was the 
birth, under the most 
careful and painstak- 
ing supervision, of a 
committee of the _ best 
under the most careful and 
painstaking supervision, of

well known “True Type” models and paintings. The ulti- 
mate purpose was to educate breeders along type lines— 
to unify their ideals and to set up a standard for which 
all of our breeders could aim in their breeding operations. 
It is too early as yet to measure results, but one imme- 
diate effect clearly apparent has been a tidal wave of 
sentiment among Holstein breeders in favor of 
type improvement in the breed. This sentiment finds 
expression in our shows—which we shall discuss later— 
and very practically in our public sale rings where an 
off-type individual, almost regardless of production or 
breeding, sells at a discount sufficient to convince breed- 
ers that good type is a fundamental in the successful 
marketing of their animals. ° 

A cow built like the “True Type” model can hardly fail 
to be a real producer. Every detail of her conformation 
has a logical reason, expressed in terms not alone of pro- 
duction, but of reproduction and a long life of usefulness 

as well. 


Candor compels admis- 
sion of the fact that in 
the matter of uniformity 
of type our imported foun- 
dation animals from Hol- 
land were lacking. From 
the best information we 
have been able to gather, 
the importations during 
the seventies, eighties, 
and early nineties—the 
period during which our 
imported foundations 
were principally laid— 
would come under two 
distinct classes. Many of 
these animals were in- 
ferior in individuality and 
lacking in quality, type, 
and general form, as well 
as in the formation of 
udders, although many of 
this class were excellent 
producers. The other 
class was made up of ani-

ously mingled in this country in breeding, and as the de- 
mand in that period was for production rather than for 
individuality, the true type was in great measure lost 
sight of, to the great detriment of the uniformity of 
the breed. 

Among the early importations, however, were some of 
the best cows to be found in Friesland and North Hol- 
land at that time—real breed founders. Fortunately, their 
quality was early recognized, so that they have exercised 
an influence on the breed out of all proportion to their 
numbers. Theirs has been the “hot” blood that has been 
carried down and made its’ presence felt genera- 
tion after generation, until today our record break- 
ers and  show-ring champions are _ very largely 
descended from about three dozen out of the 
nearly eight thousand head imported, their blood 
of course being in widely different combinations, but 
nearly always there if we search diligently enough for it. 
They were the real “saviours” of the Holstein-Friesian 
breed in America. 

If during the past forty years our breeders had been 
striving constantly to improve the type of the breed— 
to bring about greater uniformity along with improved 
production—the results would be far different than we 
find today. Unfortunately our breeders have not always 
known just what they wanted or where they were trying 
to go. Perhaps if we rehearse briefly some of the epoch- 
making events of Holstein-Friesian history in America 
we can present a clearer picture of the situation. 

The first epoch, aside from the actual importation of 
the animals, starts in 1871 or ’72, when Mr. Gerrit S. 
Miller of Peterboro, Madison County, N. Y., completed 
a production record on the imported cow, Dowager of 
12,681 pounds 8 ounces milk in a year—the first yearly

record ever made so far as is known in which every milk- 
ing throughout the year was weighed and recorded. The 
comparatively short span of progressive dairy history 
is strikingly illustrated by the fact that Mr. Miller is 
still actively engaged in breeding Holstein-Friesians des- 
cended from his original importations, and on the same 
farm in the hills of Madison County. 

The idea of record making quickly found favor among 
the better breeders, and the mark set by Dowager was 
soon overshadowed by Crown. Princess Aaggie Etho (who 
was the first cow to exceed 20,000 pounds milk in a year), 
Clothilde (who raised the mark to 26,021 pounds 2 ounces), 
and finally in 1888 Pietertje 2d finished her record of 30,318 
pounds 8 ounces milk in a year, a mark that stood un- 
challenged for more than a quarter of a century. The 
great productions reported for these good cows and many, 
many others really forced the adoption of some system 
of authentication that would overcome the incredulity of 
the public and place the records above suspicion. And 
so in the early nineties we find the breeders adopting a 
system of testing under the supervision of the state agri- 
cultural colleges and experiment stations that is still 
employed in substantially the same form. 

This Advanced Register of production has undoubtedly 
been the most important single factor in extending and 
popularizing the Holstein-Friesian breed in America. On 
the other hand, its abuse, in the light of the deficiencies 
of so many of the imported foundation animals, has been 
a very real handicap in the right development of the 
breed. With the great demand that grew up for animals 
with high records and for their near relatives, commercial 
considerations came to outweigh largely the basic prin-

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The Need of Selective Registration of Bulls

campaign work I have found it 

to be the concensus of opinion 
among two hundred who were inter- 
viewed that no bull should be regis- 
tered by a national breed association 
unless, or until, the dam has made a 
definitely prescribed creditable rec- 
ord. This belief was shared by 95 
per cent of those whose opinions were 
sought. The remaining 5 per cent 
thought it impracticable. But if right 
in principle could not practical rules 
be devised by the breed associations? 
Official records or properly supervised 
cow testing association records could 
be recognized in drawing up such a 
proposed regulation. 

Today most of the milk is produced 
by grade herds that are- ostensibly 
purebred. It requires the use of an 
exceptional bull to improve or. even 
maintain the high production already 
reached by such grade herds. Unfor- 
tunately, many registered bulls are 
still sold with no “close up” records 
to recommend them. Most of fhese 
bulls fail to work improvement in a 
grade herd having a yearly average 
of 250 pounds or more of butterfat. 
Such purebred sires have hurt the 
purebred business because many a 
man prefers to use a bull out of his 
best grade .cow than to “take a 
chance” on a purebred about which 
he knows little or nothing. 

Steps should be taken by the officers and executive 
committee of each national breed association to build up 
a more friendly sentiment for purebred blood among the 
rank and file of dairymen. Some may argue that bulls 
from A. R. O. dams are available for those desiring them. 
In reply, however, it is safe to predict that there would 
not be one-tenth enough of such bulls if all of those 
raising heifers felt confident that their production would 
be increased by using a registered bull. At present there 
is considerable talk about scrub purebreds. A lot of pure- 
bred herds have not been sufficiently culled. Too many 
calves have been raised regardless of the production of 
the dams. On the other hand, grade herds have been 
pretty closely culled because usually the calves from the 
highest producers have been the only ones retained. A 
production requirement for the registration of bulls should 
automatically lead to prompt and more extensive elimina- 
tion of the poor registered cows. ; 

In Eckles’ book, “Dairy Cattle and Milk Production,” 
appears the following concise statement of the function of 
purebreds. “Purebreds are the seed stock for the grade 
herds that will continue to supply the bulk of the milk 
products. The purebred breeders have taken over this 
great responsibility of maintaining and improving the 
breed. In these herds all breed improvement is made, and 
by the distribution of seed stock, largely in the form of 
purebred bulls, this improvement is gradually spread to 
the great mass of grade animals representing the sub- 
strata of the -breed.” 

Of the two classes of breeders of purebreds selling seed 
stock—the established breeder with a high class herd and 
the breeder with ahimals of less valuable breeding and 
individual excellence—the latter supplies most of the pure- 
bred bulls to the farmers who believe in purebred sires 
and use them. The welfare of these farmers producing 
the great bulk of the milk of the country and the problems 
they face must be kept in mind by breeders whose stock 
is advertised and available to everybody. Less than 4 per 
cent of the dairy cattle of the country are purebred. This 
percentage seems to be entirely too low. Doubtless there 
will always be a difference of opinion on the question of 
who should own purebreds and who should not. It seems

-logical, however, that every farmer who raises some Calves 


and believes himself to be a good dairyman, and who is 
interested in making progress in his business, ought not

only to use a purebred sire of merit, 
but he should also own at least one 
good purebred foundation cow. In 
purebred sire campaigns, calf club 
work and general improvement 
through the use of better blood, the 
utility argument will continue to be 
the weighty one. 

Recently a breeder of dairy cattle 
said, “The keeping of purebreds is a 
fancier’s game.” In one sense this 
may be true, but in the broader sense 
it should not be true. If the surmise 
of this breeder is correct, then the 

“purebred calf club work is founded 
on the wrong basis. Boys and giris 
cannot be urged to step into the 
fancier’s class. The heifers must 
produce liberally to liquidate the 
notes. Assuming that the worth of 
registered bulls is recognized today 
and has been proved in the vast 
majority of cases, why should not the 
sisters of these registered bulls be 
sought to a greater extent than is the 
case at present? 

It must be admitted that most of 
the breeders conduct their business 
on a high plane and are successful 
not only because of their ability, but 
also because they are earnestly de- 
sirous of improving the breed of 
cattle with which they are working. 
Such men will probaly welcome any 
rule or regulation tending to safe- 

; guard the interests of the breed and 

protect those who are proceeding on a sound basis. 

In your last issue I note that Dr. C. W. Larson, Chief 
of the Bureau of Dairying, U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, makes this statement: “The. success of the breeders 
of purebreds will ultimately influence the entire field of 
production. If the breeders, besides developing better 
animals, can also help in the big work of improving our 
cattle generally, it will be to the benefit of our entire in- 
dustry.” 

The purebred business must be based on quality an@ 
the term “purebred” should be a synonym for quality, both 
in production and type, insofar as it is humanly possible 
to make it so. A registration paper means little unless 
accompanied by a record. Some foreign countries make 
production records a requisite for registration. Some 
states in this country are taking the advanced step of 
testing the whole herd in which official testing is being 
conducted. This new action is commendable. The herd 
average is the true test of the worth of a breeder’s blood 
lines. 

But in connection with this or any other new course 
of procedure, let us not lose sight of the paramount im- 
portance of trying to make the bull worth what the 
buyer—especially the new buyer—thinks he is worth. 
Everyone who is interested in seeing the average pro- 
duction of the cows of the United States raised far above 
the present low 4,000 pounds of milk and 160 pounds of 
butterfat per year will naturally want to work in favor 
of raising the standard of the average purebred bull to: 
the end that there will be less likehihood of his offspring 
proving a disappointment to those who pin their faith to 
his registration paper.

St. Cloud Holstein Farm Building 
For the Future 
By G. R. MELIN 


the visitor vacationing in the land of the ten thousand 

lakes is liable to become impressed and interested in 
a sight that meets the eye. A very attractive set of farm 
buildings, with well kept yards and fences is the cause 
for interest. Here, Mr. E. A. Barthelemy has built up a 
real institution, known as the St. Cloud Holstein Farm. 
The imposing barn, the towering silos, the well-kept herd 
browsing in pasture and the white chickens dotting the 
green lawn are indicative of industry and prosperity. 

The St. Cloud Holstein Farm comprises some 340 acres 
of land and is located in the heart of a rich and produc- 
tive farming community. Besides a herd of one hundred 
registered Holsteins, a large herd of Duroc-Jersey hogs 
and a flock of White Leghorn chickens are kept. On the 
farm practically ali the grain and roughage necessary for 
feeding the herds and flocks is saised. In 1924 over forty 
acres of alfalfa was harvested and in 1925 this acreage 
will be increased. A large amount of corn is grown—it 
requiring over four hundred tons for filling the two large 
silos, which are of glazed hollow tile. The farm derives 
most of its income from the sale of surplus stock, milk 
(which is sold to a distributer for delivery in St. Cloud), 
poultry, pork and eggs. The farm is in a high state of 
cultivation and while it is located in a very good farming 
section the extra effort expended has set this farm out in 
a class by itself in the community. 

Mr. Barthelemy started his herd of Registered Hol- 
steins in 1920 with purchases at a number of sales and 
with selections from some of the leading Minnesota herds. 
From the first Mr. Barthelemy has had some very definite 
ideas of what he wants and has been unusually successful 
in getting a splendid combination of type and production. 

A large share of his foundation animals are descendants 
of Pietertje Maid Ormsby and through his herd sires he is 
line-breeding to that famous former World’s Champion who

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Registering Bulls 


HERE is much food for thought in the article by E. 
- J. Perry, specialist in dairy husbandry at the New 

Jersey State Agricultural College, published as a 
feature in this issue. Mr. Perry raises squarely the ques- 
tion of limiting the registration of bulls to those from 
dams with production records above specified amounts. 
Certainly Mr. Perry has not overstated the need for taking 
some action to eliminate scrub purebreds and to create a 
greater degree of confidence in the value of purebreds in 
the minds of the rank and file of our good dairymen. 

The problem, as outlined by Mr. Perry, includes re- 
arrangement of the whole structure of our testing system 
in such a way that reliable records can be made at much 
less expense per cow than is being paid at present. Other 
wise the requirements he proposes could be rightly ob- 
jected too as class legislation to the disadvantage of the 
breeder of small means. 

The purebred breeders of Canada are now working 
under a system of supplemental registration for bulls 
meeting certain. requirements both in regard to their rec- 
ord backing and their own individuality. It is too early 
yet to report on the progress they are making but the 
idea holds some possibilities. Under the Canadian plan, 
registration is not denied to any animal of pure breeding, 
but special recognition is given to the animals measuring 
up to their requirements. 

One factor that is helping to relieve the situation out- 
lined by Mr. Perry is the general economic situation which 
has made it, for some time past, unprofitable for breeders 
to raise bull calves from any but their desirable cows. 

We believe nearly everyone will agree that we need 
more testing for production, more,culling of our herds on 
the basis of both production and type and that the breed 
would be immensely benefitted by some practical plan 
for selective registration of both males and females. Al- 
togther, it is a problem commanding the best thought of 
the entire dairy industry. 


All-American Judges for 1925 Selected 


HE announcement that W. S. Moscrip will judge the 

Holstein classes at the Pacific International Live 
‘ Stock Exposition November 3-4 completes the selec- 
tion of judges who will pass upon the candidates for All- 
American honors for 1925. The World All-American has 
come to occupy as outstanding a place in the Holstein 
field. as the All-American football selections of the late 
Walter Gamp held in football circles. It is recognized as 
a distinguished and worthwhile honor, which adds greatly 
to the prestige and recognition accorded the leading show 
ring winners of each season. The selections are made by 
the judges who officiate at the four leading sectional and 
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National shows of the United States, namely, the Na. 
tional Dairy Show, Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress, The 
Pacific International Live Stock Exposition and the 
Eastern States Exposition, with the Editor of The Worlg 
as an ex-officio member of the committee. The reason for 
constituting the committee this way is that the four shows 
mentioned should attract the best show animals of the 
United States in all sections of the country and they 
should thus come under the personal inspection of some 
member of the committee. 

The All-American committee for 1925 will, accordingly, 
be made up of Mr. W. S. Moscrip, who this year wili place 
the ribbons at the National and at Portland; Mr. Axe] 
Hansen, who will judge the Holsteins at the Eastern 
States Exposition; and Mr. John L. Smith, who officiates 
at the Waterloo Cattle Congress. The schedules of these 
judges for the show season will give them a broad view 
of the best animals of the season aside from those that 
come under their inspection at the shows mentioned. Mr. 
Moscrip is also to judge at the Canadian Royal in Toronto 
and thus will have an opportunity of seeing the best ani- 
mals in Canada, in addition to those brought over to the 
National and to Portland. Mr. Hansen judges at Iowa and 
Nebraska and will thus have two opportunities of passing 
upon strong herds that will be making the Southwestern 
Corn Belt circuits and which might not make the shows 
at either Waterloo or the National. He will also judge 
at Oregon State Fair, which will give him an opportunity 
to see also some of the best cattle in the Pacific North, 
west. Mr. Smith, in addition to seeing the comprehensive 
array of leaders that come out each year at Waterloo, 
will undoubtedly observe a number of the best shows in 
the Pacific Northwest. Present indications are that most 
of the best show herds in the east are planning to include 
the Eastern States Exposition on their circuit this year, 
where they will come under Hansen’s study, and mem- 
bers of The World staff will personally observe prac- 
tically all of the leading state fairs, so that the All-Ameri- 
can committee for 1925 should have an unusually clear 
first hand picture of the entire line-up of outstanding in- 
dividuals in 1925 east, west, north, west for both Canada 
and the United States. 


The National Home Again 


UST before Secretary Houghton sailed for Holland early 
J in July we received from him an article for publication 

discussing the subject of consolidating the offices of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. The 
article smacked so strongly of propaganda and contained 
so many unfair and misleading statements that we deemed 
it best not to publish it. It seemed to us that Mr. Hough- 
ton should have been satisfied to rest on the vote of the 
Grand Rapids Convention against conferring specific 
authority upon the Board to combine the offices in a 
central location. It seemed to us that the time was most 
inopportune for stirring up an argument in the Association 
right now at a time when harmony and good feeling pre- 
vail in the Association and when those factors are con- 
ceded to have such a strong bearing on the further im- 
provement of conditions in the Holstein industry. We 
note however that the article in question appears in the 
last issue of the Register, and we feel that fairness de- 
mands a brief reference to the matter here. 


In his argument Mr. Houghton refers at some length 
to the increased cost of labor and office rental that would 
burden the Association in the event of moving to a central 
location. He bases his figures on the relative costs of 
these two items in the Delavan and Brattleboro offices 
and in the Chicago office. The unfairness of this com- 
pilation of figures is evident from the fact that nobody 
who-has looked into the subject has ever given serious 
consideration to locating the Association’s home in 
Chicago or any other large city. His figures do show a 
slightly lower cost for both labor and rentals’ in Delavan 
than in Brattleboro, which would indicate that a suitable 
middle western town might be found wherein the business 
of the Association could be transacted as economically 
as in Brattleboro. 

Another point in Mr. Houghton’s argument was that 
moving the office of the Secretary would mean an eight 
to ten weeks interruption of service to the breeders while 
the moving was in progress. We believe the job need not 
occupy over two weeks, and we have an estimate from 
another source, just as familiar as Mr. Houghton is with 
what this moving would involve, bearing out our opinion. 
This question is not a fundamental factor in the situation. 
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Mr. Houghton argues further that moving from Brat- 
tleboro would disrupt his organization of clerks and that 
during the period when new clerks were being trained 
grave inaccuracies might result in casting a cloud upon 
our records. Mr. Houghton. goes on the assumption that 
few, if any, of his clerks in responsible positions would be 
willing to work even temporarily for the Association in 
any other location than Brattleboro. Perhaps Mr. Hough- 
ton himself would be surprised at the attitude these people 
would take if a new location were actually decided upon 
and not merely under discussion. If there is such a com- 
plete lack of loyalty to the Association among its em- 
ployees, it seems to us like a rather serious reflection 
either upon the employees or the management. 

Using his computation of costs at Chicago. rates as a 
pasis, Mr. Houghton holds up the threat to the members 
that increased fees would be necessary. He points out 
very logically why such increases would be undesirable 
at this time, and we agree with him perfectly. We do 
feel, however, that his statement that “the last increase in 
transfer fees was made at just the wrong time,” was, to 
say the least, in poor taste, coming from one of the 
salaried employees of this association, and we would be 
interested to know by what line of reasoning such a con- 
clusion is reached by the Secretary of our Association. 


As Mr. Houghton has presented it, he certainly makes 
out quite a case against centralizing the offices of the As- 
sociation. The trouble with his argument is that it is 
based upon so many factors that do not exist in this prob- 
lem. Quite aside from the merits of the case however, 
we want to repeat our conviction that Mr. Houghton’s 
concept of his duty in the matter was most ill-advised; 
that little good and great. possibilities for harm can easily 
result from putting forward at this time such a controver- 
sial issue. 


The Cover 


ING ONA 142038, who appears on our cover this week, 
K is one of the outstanding present-day sires, demon- 

strating his prepotency and transmitting power 
through both sons and daughters, particularly on long- 
time test. He now has two 1,000-ib. daughters and five 
more from 800 to 949 lbs. butter and his list is expected to 
be greatly increased in the next few years. One of his 
daughters, a few years ago, broke the World’s Record for 
heifers of the breed. under two years old, and others of his 
large record daughters made their records in heifer form. 
Among his good proven sons might be mentioned King 
Ona Pontiac, owned by The Ona Company, whose daugh- 
ters are making a fine showing with three-year-old rec- 
ords up to 913 lbs. butter and over 27,000 lbs. milk, and 
two-year-old records up to better than 850 Ibs. Two 
more good sons are owned by Battle Creek Sanitarium, 
where their daughters are making numerous two-year-old 
records from 20 to 23 lbs. and three-year-old records up to 
31 lbs. Many other good sons of King Ona are in service 
in good herds, particularly in Ohio and Michigan. 


King Ona was bred by the late Peter Small, and after 
some service in Eastern Ohio went to Michigan to D. D. 
Aitken and Battle Creek Sanitarium. After a few years, 
he returned to his native state and is now senior sire at 
Pinery Farms, Mentor, Ohio, where he is siring a fine lot 
of sons and daughters, several of which won distinction 
with the Pinery Farms show herd that made the Eastern 
Circuit with pronounced success last fall. 


He is a son of Ona Button De Kol, the largest record 
daughter of the foundation cow, Ona Clothilde De Kol, and 
until about a year ago Ohio State Champion of the breed 
with 1,345.55 Ibs. butter. She has five large record daugh- 
ters including an 800-lb. two-year-old, a 900-lb. three-year- 
old and three mature cows with records from 911 to 1,144 
Ibs. Several of these daughters have large record daugh- 
ters and granddaughters of their own, this making up one 
of the best branches of the Ona family. 


The sire of King Ona is Maple Crest Pontiac Hartog, 
who was for some years senior sire in Mr. Small’s herd. 
He was a sire of great merit with a long list of good 
daughters, and represented the best of Maplecrest breed- 
ing, being sired by Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke and from 
Ohio’s first 30-lb. cow, Burton High-lawn 2d’s Hartog, who 
has three daughters with records averaging over 1,000 
Ibs. butter, one of them being the first 1,200-Ib. cow to have 
a 1,200-Ib. daughter. : 


King Ona is probably the best known bull of the Ona 
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family and is a good example of the results that are being 
obtained by combining the Ona and Maplecrest lines of 
breeding.

A report from the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture shows that 
the average producers prices for 
standard grade milk, testing 3.5 per 
cent butterfat, was somewhat higher 
for July than the preceding month of 
June and also were exceeded for July 
of last year. The general average for 
the United States is $2.53 per 100 Ibs. 
as against a $2.49 average for June 
and $2.46 per 100 for July 1924. The 
New England States are enjoying the 
highest market with an average of 
$3.26 per 100 and the South Atlantic 
States come next with an average of 
$3.21.

JULY 12 


Just one month after the death of 
Wisconsin Fobes 6th at Winterthur 
Farms, reported in our last issue, oc- 
curred the death of her famous full 
sister, Wisconsin Fobes 5th, at 
Murphy Farms, Egg Harbor, Wiscon- 
sin. They were undoubtedly the best 
known pair of full sisters of the breed 
and were generally conceded to be 
two of the great cows of our breed of 
all time. As Wisconsin Fobes 6th 
was the highest record daughter of 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th 
in the 7-day division, it is equally 
true that Wisconsin Fobes 5th was 
the best known daughter of her fa- 
mous sire and was generally regarded 
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butter combined in the 305-day divi- 
sion if she had not been attended by 
further ill fortune in that she failed 
by only two days to meet the calving 
requirements’ for the ten - months’ 
division, and her record, therefore, 
had to be classed in the yearly divi- 
sion. 

In her life-time, Wisconsin Fobes 
5th produced seven sons and no 
daughters. Her oldest son, Ormsby 
Sensation, sired by Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes 37th, her own sire, 
is one of the best known bulls of the 
present day, being the successor of 
Ormsby Korndyke Lad at Beaver Dam 
Stock Farms. Here his daughters 
have made up to 33 lbs. in 7 days in 
heifer form and include the present 
world’s champion junior two-year-old

Wisconsin Fobes 5th gave an indi- 
cation Of.her greatness at her first 
freshening at the age of 2 years, 9 
months, by making a 7-day record of 
29.68 Ibs. butter, 518.0 lbs. milk, and 
a 30-day record of 106.76 lbs. butter, 
2,282.6 Ibs. milk, the 7-day butter rec- 
ord establishing a new Wisconsin 
state record for first calf heifers and 
both the 7- and 30-day butter records 
ranked third for the year in which 
they were made. She was well on 
the way to an extremely high record 
in the yearly division when she was 
sent. away to be bred and through a 
misunderstanding of instructions over 
the long distance telephone was 
dropped from test and the record not 
completed. She was never run again 
in the short-time division but in five- 
year-old form produced in 305 days, 
1,079.01 Ibs. butter, 25,617.2 Ibs. milk. 
This would have been a new world’s 
record at that time for milk and 


in the ten months’ division. Her 
second son, Admiral Ormsby Fobes, 
by Marathon Bess Burke, showed 
great promise and was expected to be 
a contender at the National Dairy 
Show at Milwaukee but unfortunately 
broke his leg shortly before the show 
and had to be killed. He was owned 
jointly by John Erickson and Emil 
Titel of Plymouth, Wisconsin. At her 
next freshening she dropped twin 
bulls, also sired by Marathon Bess 
Burke. One of these died at an early 
age. The other, General Fobes, was 
purchased by Murphy Farms in the 
John Erickson dispersal and was re- 
cently sold at a substantial advance 
in price to Mr. Titel. Her next fresh- 
ening was right after the Erickson 
dispersal last year when she again 
dropped twin sons by Marathan Bess 
Burke. One of these sons died at an 
early age but the other, now a year- 
ling, owned at Murphy Farms, is de- 
scribed as the living image of his dam 
and showing wonderful promise as a 
sire that will be heard from later on.

She was a cow of almost 
perfect dairy conformation and in 
addition to her six great record 
daughters is the dam of two famous 
sons, Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes, the 
Hollyhock Farms herd sire, and Am- 
bassador Fobes, now in service at De- 
troit Creamery Farms. Both sons, as 
well as Fobes 5th and Fobes 6th, were 
sired by Sir P. O. M. 37th and another 
daughter, Wisconsin Fobes 7th, by the 
same sire, now owned by Raymondale 
Farm, Vaudreuil, Quebec, gives prom- 
ise of developing into a cow of almost 
the same class. 


We extend to Murphy Farms con- 
dolences on their great loss, which, 
however, is tempered in its financial 
aspect by the two sons which they 
have left from her since her purchase 
in the Erickson Sale in June 1924 for 
$6,500. The following quotation from 
a letter written us by Mr. E. N. 
Murphy of Murphy Farms is of in- 
terest in this connection: 

“Mr. Erickson dropped in on me 
this afternoon and, of course, the 
news to him was the first he had 
heard of it, and you would think -he 
had received the news of the death of 
one of his children. If you could have 
heard him say, “why she was the 
greatest cow that ever lived, it would 
make some story.”

ciples of constructive breeding. The craze for high rec- 
ords caused breeders to hold the “red ink” pedigrees so 
close to their eyes that they could not see the animal 
back of the record. Record making became a highly 
specialized profession in itself, and more than one world’s 
record was broken more because of the skill of the feeder 
than because of the real worth of the cow. 

Then came the awakening. Through all these years 
a few breeders had stuck right by their guns in the matter 
of type with production. The weaknesses of the breed 
were becoming recognized, as sanity on the record ques- 
tion began to find expression, and more and more during 
the past half-dozen years breeders have come to insist 
on type as a definite prerequisite. 

In spite of the general depression of agriculture in 
practically ‘all its branches during the past four years, 
our Holstein-Friesian shows during this period have easily 
broken all previous records for both numbers and average 
quality. In 1924 not only were more Holstein-Friesians 
exhibited than in any previous year, but more owners 
brought them out and enlisted as active show-ring patrons. 
Far larger numbers than ever before in our breed history 
took their cattle out over quite ambitious circuits cover- 
ing three or four or more state fairs. This condition did 
not just happen. It reflects a growing conviction on the 
part of more and more of our breeders that they will 
do well to display the individual quality of their animals 
to the widest possible audience, not alone for their own 
personal education and herd advertising—the prime con- 
sideration doubtless—but also from the broader aspect 
of breed extension work in the demonstration of the 
improvement our breed is making along type lines. 

It was our personal privilege to see a large proportion 
of the principal Holstein-Friesian shows of the past year 
and to study at first hand many of the animals that won 
championship honors East, West, North and South, in both 
the United States and Canada. Throughout, we were im- 
pressed with the type improvement in the younger ani- 
mals—the evenness of the quality as compared with ten 

“years ago, and the distance it ran down from the top in 
the important shows. While the older classes lacked 
something—in many cases a great deal—of the uniformity 
of a good Jersey ring, there were more good creditable 
breed representatives out on the circuit last year than 
have ever before been brought out for show in a single 
season in this breed, and the quality of the tops was al- 
most invariably good—often really sensational. We think 
it can be said, too, that there were fewer real “weeds” 
than we used to see brought out for display, which re- 
flects a better knowledge of type on the part of exhibitors 
—all of which is very encouraging to adherents of the 
great Black-and-White breed as a barometer of still greater 
progress along the same lines in the future. 

The way ahead is not easy. The difficulties in the 
pathway however do not make the prospect any less 
attractive for the constructive breeder. He may be as- 
sured that there will never be a surplus of the kind of 
animals he is aiming to produce, and that when by means 
of selection and breeding for type and production through 
prepotent blood lines, he can produce the real ideal, he 
will be permitted almost to name his own figure when 
he wishes to sell; and also he may enjoy that feeling of 
satisfaction at work well done that means more to the 
real breeder than all the gold that was ever minted.

ILLINOIS FIELD DAY AND ANNUAL MEETING 


The first state Field Day staged by the Illinois Hoj. 
stein-Friesian Association was held at Rock River Farms, 
owned by Mrs. Medill McCormick, Byron, Illinois, on July 
11, 1925.

CALIFORNIA HOLSTEIN DIRECTORS MEET 


The Board of Directors of California Holstein-Friesian 
Association held practically an all-day session at the 
California Hotel, Fresno, on Tuesday, June 23, all except 
four of the 15 directors being present. Seven applica- 
tions for membership were approved. 

The principal business of the meeting was the discus- 
sion of laying forward looking plans for the progress of 
the black and white breed in California, and after re- 
viewing the work done during the past nine years, the 
Board settled down to plans for the future. Although 
the Association is in splendid condition financially, with a 
surplus of over $4,000 in the treasury, it was the unani- 
mous opinion that the constant expansion of the breed in 
this state calls for more adequate financing of the Associa- 
tion. It was also the unanimous opinion that any plan 
for raising revenue through additional membership fees, 
or through any plan for raising revenue which would im- 
pose a fee per head upon members’ cattle is entirely im- 
practical and has already proved a failure wherever 
attempted. : 

During the discussion that followed, it developed that 
the undivided opinion of those present was that the only 
practical plan that could be carried out successfully would 
be one in which the work of the Association could be 
linked up strongly with the public sales of the breed, 
which sales have for‘many years been managed by C. L. 
Hughes as sales manager of the California Breeders’ Sales 
and Pedigree Company. The discussion also made public 
the fact that since early in 1924, C. L. Hughes has been 
sole owner of the California Breeders’ Sales and Pedigree 
Company, having bought out the interests of all the other 
stockholders at that time. 

The result of the discussion was that an agreement was 
reached whereby all sales of registered Holsteins man- 
aged and directed by C. L. Hughes will be under auspices 
of California Holstein Association, the Association par- 
ticipating in the revenue from such sales. After reaching 
this agreement, the directors went over the present sale 
contract of the company clause by clause and worked out 
a new contract which was unanimously approved. The 
new contract is substantially the same as the standard 
contract that has been used successfully for so many years 
by the sale company, the main changes being clarification 
of the language of the contract. The directors also worked 
out and approved unanimously the form of contract to be 
used by C. L. Hughes in all public sales of regis- 
tered Holsteins held under his personal direction and 
management. 

Cc. L. Hughes was directed to work out a plan for the 
marketing of Holstein’ milk in California and present it 
to the annual membership meeting in September. 

It was found that during the past two years, during 
which no attempt of importance has been made to enlarge 
the membership of the Association, the membership has 
held its own remarkably well under trying conditions. 
A plan was approved whereby the membership will be 
materially increased during the coming few months, how- 
ever, as a feeling of optimism now prevails and it is the 
general opinion that the time is at hand for an increased 
activity along the lines of conservative and construc- 
tive work. 

The meeting held is to be of prime importance that 
a large showing of desirable cattle should be made at 
‘California fairs this year, particularly at California State 
‘Fair where many major improvements have been made 
jn the dairy cattle department. 
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Altogether, the meeting proved to be the largest at. 
tended of any directors’ meeting held for several years, 
and the plans worked out and adopted promise substan. 
tial benefits to Holstein breeders throughout the state ip 
their carrying on.

Concerning these 
heifers, Jack Houck writes, “Jemima 
Bess Burke Winifred, freshening at 
the age of 3 years, 2 months with first 
calf, made 25.05 Ibs. butter, 569 Ibs. 
milk in 7 days, with 85.5 Ibs. her best 
day’s milk. In 30 days, she made 
2354 lbs. milk and 103 lbs. butter. 
This heifer is out of our former 
world’s record three-generation group 
of Jemima cows and at the rate she 
is running, she surely offers promise 
of making a great yearly record. 


“The other heifer, Llenroc Bess 
Burke Calamity,, went decidedly “on 
the bum” after calving, and we all 
but lost her. We never had anything 
look more promising for us since we 
have had the farm, but we considered 
ourselves fortunate even to save her. 
However, after she got straightened 
around, even though just a rack of 
bones, she made a 7-day record of 
22.90 lbs. butter, 502 lbs. milk and a 
14-day record of 45 Ibs. butter, 1001 
Ibs. milk. This record was made at 
the age of 2 years, 10 months. - 

“We have another daughter of the 
‘Boast’ bull that in six months and 23 
days has got out 11,667 lbs. milk and 
513 lbs. butter. She is going practic- 
ally as strong now as when she fresh- 
ened.

HE Pacific coast makes a fre- 
T markable showing in the official 

list of leading producers among 
Holstein-Friesians for 1924-1925 re- 
cently issued by the superintendent 
of advanced registry. There are a 
total of 84 highest producers for age 
in the 12 different classes, and 32 of 
these are Washington and California 
cows. In other words, two states 
which at the last ceusus had 3.8 per 
cent of all the registered Holsteins in 
the United States have 38 per cent of 
the leading producers of the breed. 
It comes out just that way, if you care 


to take the time to figure it, and these , 
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make nice easy figures to remember. 
California claims 22 of the total, 
Washington 10, and of the latter the 
state hospital at Fort Steilacoom 
claims eight and Carnation Milk 
Farms two, which again emphasizes 
the remarkable showing that has been 
made during the past year by the 
herd founded during the administra- 
tion of Governor Louis F. Hart. Nine 
of the California records were made 
in Sub-Division B, whereas all of the 
Washington records were made in the 
regular 7-day, 305-day or 365-day divi- 
sions for milk or fat.

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}OWA DAIRYMAN SUCCESSFULLY 
SELLS GRADE HOLSTEIN 
BRED HEIFERS 


Merndale Farm, which is located in 
Black Hawk County, found that there 
was entirely too much of their rough- 
age going to waste and there was 
much feed that could not be utilized 
to advantage except they had suffi- 
cient cattle to eat it. They further 
determined that much of their success 
in operating this farm and the profit 
they might expect wouid depend upon 
some manner of turning this cheap 
roughage, much of which was being 
wasted, into a profitable investment. 
With this thought in mind, R. J. Han- 
sen conceived the idea of buying high 
grade yearling Hoistein heifers in car- 
load lots and running them in the 
corn stalks during the fall of the year 
to clean up the roughage much of 
which would otherwise be wasted. 

These yearlings receive practically 
no grain feed but do receive silage and 
clover hay just as soon as the stock 
fields are cleaned up and this manner 
of feeding is carried through the bal- 
ance of the winter. 

These grade heifers are bred to 
freshen in October and November of 
the year following their purchase and 
most of them will be just past two 
years old. All of them will be be- 
tween two and three years of age and 
all of them are bred to the senior 
herd sire at Merndale Farm. 

The first sale of these purebred 
grade Holstein heifers was held on 
Oct. 10, 1923, and 36 head sold for an 
average of $105 with a high price of 
$142 and a low price of $62. Most of 
these were purchased in Minnesota al- 
though a few were raised at Merndale 
Farms. iF 

In 1924, 25 head were aold on Octo- 
ber 27th, for an average of $90 per 
head with a high price of $130 and a 
low price of $67.50. 

During the month of October, 1925, 
the third sale will be held and 50 head 
of 2-year-old high grade bred heifers 
will be sold. Since butterfat has a 
fair price Mr. Hansen expects this to 
be a very creditable sale. 

In speaking .of this Mr. Hansen 
says, “Through the purchase of year- 
ling grade Holsteins we are able to 
utilize a great quantity of roughage 
and other feed which otherwise 
would be wasted. Since we can turn 
this into a very profitable gain in this 
manner it adds greatly to the income 
from the farm. We have a large 200- 
ton silo, and with the help of silage 
and clover from 40 acres we are able 
to secure a very nice profit from these 
heifers.” 

These heifers are bred to freshen 
during the last of October and during 
November, and for this reason most 
f them are sold a short time before 
freshening, therefore sell to very good 
advantage. Most of them are pur- 
chased by farmers who are beginning 
a small milking herd and who reside 
within 25 or 30 miles of the farm.
